Plagued by inconsistency on offense, the Owls suf- 
fered through four losses in their first six games, in- 
cluding crucial losses to South Garland and Highland 
Park. However, something happened at the half of the 
Highland Park game. The Owl offense came to life and ° 
scored 25 points in the second half of that game and 
had little trouble offensively the rest of the year. After 
the Highland Park game, the Owls went on to win 
their last four games and finish with a 6-4 record for the 
season. 

The Owls failed to get into the state playoffs for the 
first time in three years. But by the end of the year, 
there was little doubt in most people’s minds that Gar- 
land had the best team in District 8-AAAA and perhaps 
one of the best in the North Texas area.

The Owls began the season on a sour note by falling to 
the Kimball Knights 26-14 at Williams Stadium. It was 
the first opening-game loss for the Owls since 1967.
